Review of the Report on the working of the Archaeological Department 
for the year 1345 Fasli (1935-36 A.C.) 

Personnel -.—There was no change in the personnel of the depart in exit during 
the year under review. 

HD Majesty the King-Emperor was graciously pleased to confer the title 
of O.B.E., on the Director, Mr. Ghulam Yazdani. in recognition of meritorious 
services rendered by him in the preservation and study of the monuments of His 
Exalted Highness the Nizam's Dominions. 

Survey of Monuments ,—Two important surveys were carried out this year 
in the Rai chirr dist rict and some prehistoric sites were excavated* I >e tailed reports 
of the excavations and the antiquities they yielded, are appended at the end of 
the report. Another interesting article on this subject is a paper (attached as 
appendix Dj prepared by one of the Assistant Directors and read at the 
International Congress of Prehistoric and Protohistoric Sciences held at Oslo 
(Norway). 

A group of important monuments surveyed in the same district comprises 
about a dozen temples of Gahhur where several contemporary inscriptions were 
found. The conservation of the mure important buildings of this group is being 
taken in hand. 

A new viliara cave has been discovered at Bhokardan in the Aurangabad 
district. This old shrine possesses a number of interesting sculptures and one 
of its columns bears an inscription of about the 9th century A.1 h Steps are being 
taken to make necessary repairs for the preservation of the vihnra. 

Two Cli ililkyan temples for years concealed under an < vergrowth of vegetation 
were surveyed in the Warangal district and the Department decided to repair 
and protect them. 

Conservation.— The- work of conservation of the Ajauta caves continued, ant] 
a number of useful repairs and minor excavations were carried oat. A metal 
road tram the bar da pur Rest House to these caves ha;- been now completed and 
an easy access to them in all the seasons of the year made possible. 

The report also gives details of other conservation works carried out at EEora 
caves, Khuldabad, Daulatabad I'ort, Aurangabad and on .1 somewhat larger 
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scale at BidaT, where a number of archaeological monuments have been recently 
cleared and are being preserved by timely and scientific repairs. 

Epigraphy and Publications .—A number of inscriptions dating from the 
Pre-Moslem period and others lielonging to the Moslem medieval dynasties have 
been brought to light and are being properly edited and published. Some other 
publications by the Department are mentioned in the report under review. U 
is to be hoped that the book on Bidar that was promised some years ago will 
soon be completed and made- available to the public. 

Expenditure .—The total expenditure on the maintenance of the Department 
for the year under review was Rs. 94,(171, marking a slight increase on last year's 
total of Rs. 94,218, while R*. 65.J55 and 16,898 were spent on the conservation 
of monuments and the maintenance of the Hyderabad Museum respectively. 

Government are pleased to note the progress and efficient working of the 
Department under its able Director, Mr. Ghulmn Yazdani, and his competent 
assistants.

Annual Report of the Archaeological Department,

There was no change in the personnel of the Department during the year Personnel 
under review. The Director, Mr. G. Yazdani. Owing to pressure of official duties 
could not devote himself to the compilation of the various publications for which 
he had requested Government to place him on Special 1 )uty. Towards the close 
of the year he proceeded on privilege leave for four months (i6th Mihr, 1345 F. 
to ist Bailmian, 1346 F.) and during his absence the Assistant Director, Mr, Syed 
Yusuf, officiated for him. 

It is gratifying to note here that on the Ex-King Emperor's last Birthday 
(-3rd June, 1936), His Imperial Majesty was graciously pleased to confer the title 
of O.Ii.E. on the Director, Mr. G. Yazdani, in appreciation of his talents as an 
archaeologist and in due recognition of the meritorious sendees rendered by 
him in the preservation and study of 1 lie monuments of H.E.H. the Nizam's 
Dominions. 

The Director toured in the Warangal, Raiclmr, Bidar, Aurangabad and Toura 
Nalgonda Districts for 42 days and the Assistant Directors, Mr. Syed Yusuf and 
Khwaja Muhammad Ahmad toured in the Warangal, Bidar. Gulbarga, Medak 
and Karimnagar Districts for 15 and 80 days respectively. The object of these 
tours was to survey the newly discovered monuments and also to supervise the 
excavation and conservation works which were being carried out in these districts. 

The details of the tours of the Director and the Assistant Directors .are given in 
their diaries published in this report as Appendices F, G and II. 

Several new monuments of considerable archaeological importance were sur-Surveyor 
veyed during the year in the Raichftr. Gulbarga, Nalgonda, Bidar. Aurangabad, 

Medak and Karimnagar Districts, But the most interesting and by far the most 
important discoveries made during the year were the prehistoric sites explored 
and surveyed by the Department in the western taluqas of the Raichur district.

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One of the above sites, namely Mask! in the Lmgsugfir Taluqa, was already 
well-known to scholars on account of its Asokan Rock Edict . 1 During the year 
under review a thorough survey was made of the hill on which the edict appears. 
The hill extends over a mile east to west and is honeycombed with natural caverns ; 
while on the slopes of the hill artefacts, iron slag and painted lottery are found 
in great abundance. Chi a close examination of the area it was found that the old 
town was situated some three hundred yards to the west of the modem village 
and there was originally a paved passage from the bank of the rivet to the old town, 
the traces of the pavement still existing near the foot of the mound on which 
the Marnppa temple (Goldsmiths temple) [Plate VII a-b) is built. Excavations 
were made at two places in this area, and a number of furnaces in which gold 
and silver were smelted in early days have been found (Plate I h). On passing 
the earth through fine wire-sieves, a large number of beads were found. They 
arc of lapis lazuli, carnelian, onyx, garnet and crystal (Plate II a). The beads 
are of diffeient shapes and show considerable skill in their manufacture. 
Some Canadian beads bear white inlay work, the pattern being straight and 
wavy lines. Among the lapis lazuli !leads a few arc of a triangular shape 
resembling those found by Sir John Marshall at Mohenjo-Dato. Lapis lazuli 
beads have previously been found by us in cairns at Raigir (Nalgouda district) 
and Doniakal (Warangal district), and as this stone is not found in India it 
appears that it was held in considerable esteem in those days and was brought 
from Baluchistan and countries around the north-west frontier of India 
(Hate VI ii-6). 

The Department has also excavated several natural caverns [Plate I a), 
the interiors of which were filled up with silt brought in by rain water during the 
course of many centimes. The excavation disclosed that these caverns at a 
later time were occupied by hermits of the Lingayat sect whose skeletons with 
pottery and iron implements have been discovered. The silt dug out from the 
caverns was passed through sieves and disclosed a large number of agate and 
chert llakes and beads. 
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Mask! has traces of old gold workings, but as during our survey chipped stone 
implements and pygmy flakes have been found in great abundance, it appears that 
the hill was the abode of neolithic man as well for a considerable period i Plate III 
a-d ), Among the antiquities of the historic period, there is a seal which has a bull or 
a lion in the middle and a legend the characters of which are similar to those 
found in the early coins of India Plate V d I. A detailed report on the excava¬ 
tions at Mask! is published in this Report as Appendix B. 

The notes of the Director on the pre-historic sites in the Raichur district 
are given in a separate report published as Appendix A of this Report. Khwaja 
Muhammad Ahmad Sahib, who accompanied the Director in his tour of the Raichur 
district and helped him in the investigation of the various sites, was subsequently 
deputed to attend the International Congress of Pre historic and Proto-historic 
Sciences held at Oslo. Khwaja Muhammad Ahmad Sahib read at this Congress 
a paper on the prehistoric sites of the Raichur District which was much appre¬ 
ciated by the audience. Khwaja Muhammad Ahmad's paper is published as 
Appendix T> in this Report. 

To complete the account of the exploration of the Raichur district mention 
must be made of the Mudgal Fort which has almost a continuous history from the 
time of tire Yadava kings when it was the seat of a provincial governor, down to 
the Victorian period of the British history in Lidia, for in the treaty of i860 we 
find Mudgal included in the districts which were returned to H.E.H. the Nizam. 
A separate article on the Fort of Mudgal by the Director is published as Appendix 
C in this Report. 

Another group of important monuments surveyed in the Raichur district 
comprises the temples of Gabbflr which besides the variety of their designs have 
an additional interest for the antiquary in possessing several contemporary inscrip¬ 
tions. The distance of Gabbiir from Raichur is fifteen miles as the crow llies, but 
proceeding by a motor-car one has to go first to Kalmalla on the Raichur-Lingsugui 
road and afterwards to divert to the Deodurg fair weather road. The way from 
Deodurg to Gab bur consists only of a cart track and is not tit for motor traffic 
except in summer. 

The most Important temples are 

■ i) Male Samkara Kd Deval, or the shrine dedicated to Samkara, a name of 
Siva (doer of good) (Plate XI n-b). The temple is built of rough grey stone and 
has a high plinth- The plan of the building consists of a porch m ft. 5 in. square) 
towards the north, a hall ft. square) with a music pavilion [16 ft. 6 in. square) 
in the middle, an ante-chamber (13 ft. t> in. by n ft. 4 in.) and a shrine (16 ft. 
- in. by 13 ft. 6 in.). The door of the shrine has perforated stone screens at 
either side and a carved frieze at the top, which contains the figure of the 
Gaja-Raksmi in the middle. There are also dvarpalas, a pair at the door of the 
shrine and another, larger in size, at the main entrance. The carving is plain on 
account of the roughness of the stone. There is a cistern, 134 ft. square, in 
front of the temple. There are two inscriptions! tablets, otic near the northern 
entrance, and the other near the western. Impressions of these two inscriptions 
have been taken. The plinth of the temple requires repair and the roof is also in 
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need, of attention for grass is growing over it. Tlie conservation of this temple 
will he included in the next year’s programme of special repairs. 

i 2 ) The temple of Vcnkutesvam . —It is built at the wester! 1 side of a large cistern, 
styled the Sat hdnli or the 1 seven cisterns ‘ on account of its vast expanse 
(Plate X (i). The cistern has finely carved masonry steps all round but they have 
decayed because of the inclemencies of the weather and the neglect of centuries. 
The principal temple is closed on all sides with beautifully carved screens and the 
access is from a door facing the north. The plan of the buildi rtg consists of a porch 
(8 ft. 9 in. by 6 ft. 8 in.) facing the north, a hall \ Z 2 ft. square) with a music 
mandap (it ft, square) in the middle, and shrines with ante-chambers on three 
sides towards the east, the west and the south, 1 The shrine towards the south 
has a corridor round it in which nine saiunkas have been fixed. There is a 
salmfta inside the shrine as well, and originally there was also a linga, but now in its 
place an image of Visnu has been installed, its appearance being somewhat 
damaged by pious votaries who have filled its eyes with silver. The image of Visnu 
in the western shrine is beautifully carved, and has so far escaped the zeal of 
votaries for the ornamentation of divine images. The eastern shrine has a linga. 

The carvings on the exterior of this temple, representing figures of deities 
and animals, are elegant, and among these the figures of elephants are particularly 
striking. A square pillar, on which an inscription is carved, is fixed in the 
court of this temple, at the north-east angle. In recent times considerable altera¬ 
tions and additions have been made to tin- western side of this temple, which is 
used as a mutt or monastery now. There is a temple to the west of this mutt 
which nil] be described in its proper place, 

(3) Temple of Y'mveshvar.— This temple adjoins Venkatesvaris temple on 
the east. It has a roughly carved lamp-post in its court and the effigies of two 
elephants at its entrance. On entering the court, the visitor first notices a 
temple to his right and another in front. The plan of the temple on the right 
consists of a small room iir ft. 10 in. square) with a narrow corridor and an ante¬ 
chamber 17 ft. 6 in. by 6 ft.) and a shrine (7 It. 6 In. square) at its western end. 
There is a linga and also the figure of Kumara (sou of Suryaj in the shrine. 

The temple iu front, towards the south, is entered by a small door. Its plan 
consists of a hall (22 ft, square) with shrines on three sides, towards the east 
the west and the south. Each of these shrines has an ante chamber in front 
of it lmt the dimensions of the shrines as well as those of the ante-chambers are 
very insignificant, the former measuring 8 ft. by b ft. 9 in. and the latter h ft 
g in. by 5 ft. A large nandi is now placed in the ante-chainber of the eastern 
shrine. The western shrine has a linga and the southern an image of Visnu 
The latter figure is damaged. The door of the western shrine is most elegantly 
carved, particularly the female figure at the right end of the frieze. \n 
inse rip tinned tablet may be wen near the mgttlcithis, and other religious figures 
are fixed near the steps descending to the tank from this temple. 

Reverting our footsteps to the temple of Venkatesvara, it may be observed 
that there are two adjuncts to this temple ; one towards the north and the other

towards the west, both being used as mulls. The intdt towards the west has a 
temple behind it, containing an inscription. The plan of this temple consists of 
a hall (20 ft. square) with shrines oti three sides. The shrines have ante-chambers, 
the latter measuring 8 ft. h in. by 6 ft. and the former S ft, 6 in. by 8 ft. The 
shrine towards the north has a projection on one side which is. however, modem* 
The style of architecture of this group of temples belongs to the loth to 12th 
centuries A.D. and they all appear to have been built during tin's period. The 
plans are more or less stereotyped, squaTe halls with projections on three 
sides, serving the purpose of shrines generally dedicated to the Hindu Triad, Siva, 
Vistiu and Brahma. The pillars are low* and the interiors dark and mysterious. 
The carving on the other hand is elegant and vivacious showing die artists' 
delight ill die pleasures of life. 

At the back of Hie mull to the north of Yenkatesvara's temple, the remains of 
another temple may be seen. They consist of some cells which are now partly 
buried under debris and earth. 

(4) Iskvara Dcval, —About one hundred yards further north there is another 
temple, dedicated to Siva. The temple has an iuscriprional tablet in its court. 
The plan of the temple consists of a porch (o ft. square I, a hall {16 ft, square', 
an ante-eliamber (9 ft. by 4 ft.) and a shrine ft) ft. square), The earring of this 
temple is plain. There is a small hull \naitdi) in the court, Proceeding further, 
towards the village Chnodi. another temple may be noticed which is similar in 
plan to Ish vara's temple {No. 4). It has a nandi in its hall and the image of Vira- 
blind ra in the shrine. 

(5) Giinni-gudi Mull. —Going further, towards the north there is a wait, 
styled the ( lEinni-gudi Midi. It has a beautifully carved door but the interior 
is filthy, !>eing used as a cattle pen. The mutt has a shrine at its back, 

To the north-east of the latter there Is a structure with a ruined temple in the 
ground floor and a mosque at the top. There is a tank in front of this structure, 
and it appears that originally the tank was connected with the temple which has 
fallen into ruins now*. 

io|. Wuingiir Basappa Temple ,— At a short, distance from the latter shrine is 
a modem temple, called tile Ehaugai Basappa Gudi. Lt has a hall open from three 
sides and a shrine containing an image of Ganesa. There are also two rutndis, 
one of a fairly large size and the other small. Au inscriptions I tablet is fixed 
outside this temple towards the south-west. 

(7) Ckiintit 6 ate .—Near the last mentioned temple is the Ch&ndl Gateway, the 
outer arch of which shows Moslem influence. There are temples cm either side 
of the gateway, facing the north, and au iuscriptioual tablet is fixed near the 
arched entrance. Tile plan of the temples consists of a hall, an ante-chamber 
and a shrine. The temple on the left has effigies of two elephants near the 
entrance and a lingo, inside the shrine. The other temple has the image of 
Visnu in the shrine. The carving, like the architecture of these two temples, is 
very* plain, and they do not appear to be old. 

(8) Hamtmans Temple. — Almost facing the Chandl Gateway is a temple 
dedicated to the monkey-god, Hanummi, It has a long inscription curved on the 
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plinth of the temple, extending to several stones. The plan of the temple consists 
of a pillared hall (22 ft. by 31 ft.) and a shrine {8 ft. by 7 ft. 6 in.), the latter with a 
drcumambulatory passage 7 ft. wide. The door of the shrine has carved 
screens on either side, and in the interior is the image of a Hanuman resting oil a 
salunka. The treatment of the hair of sonic male figures carved in the hall is 
interesting. 

(9) Temple near the Jamt Masjid .— Near the principal mosque of the tillage 
there is another temple dedicated to the worship of Siva. It ha^ a small nandi 
and a linga in the hall, two loose images of Ganapat! in the ante-chamber and 
another linga in the shrine. The architectural style of the temple is plain, but 
the building has a high plinth A11 inscriptional tablet is fixed in the temple. 

Near the northern end of the mud-wall I enclosure 1 of the village is a tank 
with some old temples at its western bank, t hie of them is dedicated to Hanuman, 
and it has an inscriptional tablet. 

On coming out from the western gate of the milage, which is styled the Mosur- 
kul gate, the visitor will notice another temple dedicated to Siva. The ante- 
chamber uf this temple has beautiful perforated screens and also a pair of dvaru- 
paltts. In this temple there arc also the effigies of two elephants, unfortunately, 
mutilated. An inscriptional tablet may also be seen in the court of tlih temple, 
in the south-east portion. 

In the close vicinity of the temple is a well, and along the flight of steps a black 
stone tablet is fixed which bears an inscription. The tablet is now partly buried 
under earth. 

From this temple a general view of the enclosure walls of Gabbur can be had. 
They are of different periods, but the most interesting feature which they present 
is the square form of their bastions which axe apparently nf Moslem design. Some- 
scholars have recorded the existence of three inscriptional tablets in the environs 
of Gabbur towards the north-west : (1) at Yellur Band!, (2) in Jambulingava 
temple, and (3) in Nagerbhudjan temple. I investigated these sites, but could 
not trace the tablets. 

On the mai n road from Raiehur to LingsngUX, at the place where the road 
branches towards Deodnrg, is a temple dedicated to Siva, In the enclosure wall 
of this temple, towards the south and east, two black stone tablets bearing 
Canarese inscriptions, are built. On account of exposure, the letters nf these 
inscriptions are nearly obliterated. 

Passing on to the Aurangabad District, a new vihuftt cave li»> been discovered 
at Bhokarrian, a taluqa town. bat. 20 ib J N, and Long. 75 46' 5(1" E. The viSutra 
consists of a double hall, with six cells at the back. Both apartments of the hall 
conjointly measure 60 ft. by 30 ft. and the cells, each of them, 10 ft. by 7 ft. f, j n 
The columns of the hall are plain but massive in proportion, and one of them bears 
an inscription the script of which appears to be of the nth century A.D. The impres¬ 
sions of the inscription have been sent to L>r. N. P. Chakravarti, Epigtaphist to 
the Government of India, for decipherment of the text. 1 There are sculptures

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on the tight LLiifl left walls of the viJiant as also at the doorways of the cells. The 
shrine has a pair of < ivarapala carved along the jambs of the door. I aside the shrine 
there are traces nf a yoni, and the vihtira originally seems to have been dedicated 
to the Sahnte worship. 

Among the principal sculptures those on the right wall are (i) Visnn resting 
on tlie serpent, (2) Siva and Pnrvnti and another female deity riding 011 a peacock, 
(3) four female deities who are seated while another is standing, (4) figures of animals 
and birds —peacock, elephant, buffalo and giraffe and (5) Siva with two gods ill 
front of him. The sculptures on the left waff represent (i) A woman annul with 
bow and arrow, (2) Elephant-fight and Tiger-fight, (3) God and Goddess with 
warriors and (4} some male and female figures both in the standing anti sitting 
positions. 

Owing to the neglect of centuries and the inundations of the river Ivelna, 
on the hank of which the vihara is excavated, it w T as choked with silt and access 
to the interior of the cave was difficult. The silt was removed immediately 
after the discovery and steps are being taken to repair the columns and the lower 
parts of the walls and door frames which have decayed owing to moisture. It 
is also proposed to build a strong embankment in front of the cave so that the water 
of the stream may not cause any further havoc at the time of its inundation 
during the rainy season. 

In the course of exploring the northern parts of the Aurangabad District a 
visit was paid to the battle-field of Assave—fiat, 20° 15' 15" N., Long. 75 0 56' 
15" E, The place is some seven miles east of Bhokardan and 15 to 16 miles from 
Sillod which is on the main road from Aurangabad to Ajanta, A tablet is set up 
at the site where the gallant men of the 74th Highlanders, the 19th Light Dragoons 
and 4th Madras Cavalry gave their lives in winning the battle against idle 
Alarathas. The village of Assays is included in a jirgir the holder of which has 
l>een requested to build a bungalow for the comfort of those who mav visit this 
important historic site, 1 The place is accessible by motor during winter, and 
when the Sillod-Bhokardan road has been consolidated the means of communica¬ 
tion will become comparatively easier. 

The survey operations were extended to the northernmost limit of the district, 
and the forts of Bait al bar I and Visagarh were also explored. The former 
( Plate XII <j) is a hill fort situated some ten miles west of Fardapur, The Ajanta 
ghats about this locality attain their highest elevation and are nearly 1,000 ft. 
above the plains of Khandesh. The fort has some old guns mounted on its walls, 
hut all the inner buildings are in mins. The fort of Visagarh or ‘Abbasgarh 
(Plate XII b) is some three miles further west, being situated at the head of 
the valley in which the Ghatotkach vi haras arc excavated. The old name of the 
fort was Taltaru which is mentioned in contemporary Mughal writings. There are 
two inscriptions, one on the Jantndl gate belonging to the reign of Murtaza Xizam 
Shah and being dated 989 H. The cither inscription mentions the name of

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Auiangzeb and it is carved on the Bait alba ri gateway. There is a third gateway 
which is called the Jinjala Datwaza but it has no inscription. The bastions 
and walls of the Fort are built of large blocks of masonry, and arc in a fair 
state of preservation, but the inner buildings of the fort, consisting of palaces 
and mosques, have fallen into ruins. The height of the walls is some twenty fee 1 !, 
and a bastion which is built in the southern part of the fort rise's to a height of 
thirty-five feet. One piece of sculpture shows a tiger, holding four elephants, one 
each under his Four paws. There is another sculpture, near the mosque, represent¬ 
ing an elephant with chains round his trunk and feet. There are two tanks inside 
the fort, one of which is called the Dtttiya Talm or the Milk Tank on account of 
the sweetness of its water. The two inscriptions of the fort are being edited in 
the Epigraphia Indo-hfostemka. 

Mr. Syed Yusuf, the Assistant Director, surveyed some monuments in the 
Warangal and Medak districts which aie described below' 

' Katadipftr Temples. : The village of Katacbpur lies in dense forest a furlong 
to the west of the Warangal-Mulug Road, midway between the 17th and iStli 
milestone. The village has been considerably reduced, now containing only 
ten or twelve thatched huts. To tlu- north of the village is an extensive sheet of 
fresh water that goes by the name of Katachpur Tank, (hi the southern bund of 
the tank, concealed under a thick palmyra grove and overgrown with rank vegeta¬ 
tion, are the remains of two Chalukyan temples, which from their general plan, 
architectural features and traits of workmanship, appear to be contemporary 
with the Palampet. Ghanpur and Thousand Filial Temples 1 Plates XIII a-b). 
The temples are constructed of grey granite, chiselled and dressed most elegantly, 
and are similar to each other in size and form, being both cruciform in plan and 
measuring 54 ft. each way. But the temples differ from each other in one respect, 
and, that is, that the first temple, as the visitor enters the area from the east, 
has its entrance towards the north, whereas the entrance of the other temple 
(to the west of the former) faces the east. That the temples were dedicated to 
Saivite worship is evidenced by the existence of a mutilated nattdi placed on the 
platform to the right of the steps leading to the entrance porch, The carvings on the 
doorjambs and the lingas inside the shrines are further proof of the Saivite form 
of worship to which the temples were originally dedicated. But one extraordinary 
object which holds the attention of the visitor is a Yisnu figure fixed on to a 
square ytmi and kept in the main shrine of temple No. 2. The yortt is always 
the seat of the tinga, the association of this object here with the figure of Yisnu 
is therefore a thin g which is a little perplexing at first sight. But from all appear¬ 
ances this seems to be a change which has taken place in later times. Both temples 
lie in a rectangular court enclosed by a massive stone masonry wall similar in 
technique to the enclosure wall of the Palampet temples. 

' The temples, having been deserted for centuries, are in a bad state of preser¬ 
vation. The Department is adopting measures to repair and protect them. 

‘ Temples and other monuments at Kundapaka ; Kondapaka is a rill age of modest 
dimensions ill the Siddipet Taluqa, Medak District, The village is approached by 
a cart track startiug from the 54th milestone of the Hydcrabad-Siddipet road 
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and Leading to the town, which lies at a distance of about 2 miles to the west of 
the road. To the extreme west of the town surrounded by fields are two old 
Saivite temples about 10 ft. apart from each other and enclosed by a coarse but 
massive stone masonry wall. The enclosure had originally two entrances, both 
being placed in front of the temples, but of these only the eastern entrance is 
now kept open and the other has been blocked up. The temples themselves arc 
not important either from any architectural or artistic point of view, being plain 
Hemadpanti structures with substructure of massive stone masonry and the 
sikhuras of brick and lime. The walls and roofs of the buildings are very low, 
being 3 ft. in height, and the interiors are extremely dark. Temple Xo. 1 (north) 
is a single-shrined temple with a mandapa in front and surrounded by a gallery ; 
and temple Xo. 2 (South) is a triple-shrined structure with the mahattiandapa in 
the middle. Both the temples face towards the east and the shrines contain 
iingas and detached images of Ylrabhadra and other deities. 

‘ Though of no great significance architecturally, the importance of the 
temples lies in the two inscriptions which exist in. the vicinity. A black basalt 
tablet fixed opposite the entrance of temple Xu. 1 has been inscribed on its three 
faces. A monolithic pillar {dJpdan) —n' 2" above ground level—stands just 
behind the inscription slab. Another inscription slab (in two pieces) lies opposite 
temple No. 2. This slab has been carved out of the bottom of a previous nandl 
as js evidenced by the pedestal as well as the traces of the chains and 1 jells that 
decked the neck of the animal. The inscription runs on all the four sides of the 
slab. Both the inscriptions, which are in old Telugu and belong to the Kakatiya 
dynasty uf Warangal, have been copied and arrangements are being made to 
decipher them. It is hoped that when the records are studied they may throw 
some light on the events of the age. 

■ About six furlongs to the south-west of the village of Kondapaka is a 
picturesque hillock known as the Mahaleshvaia. On the top of the hillock is a 
big boulder the western face of which contains a long inscription in old Canarese, 
The inscribed space measures 6 ft, by 5 ft. and the letters are in a tolerably well- 
preserved state, but as the surface of the stone is extremely coarse and rugged, 
it is not possible to obtain a rubbing of the inscription. It can, however, be photo¬ 
graphed. A wide but extremely low- natural cavern, which also faces the west, 
exists near the brow of the hill. The cavern is devoid of any inscription or any 
other features of archaeological interest, but red ochre has been applied to its facade 
in later days and a detached slatestone figure of a nandi as well as the head of 
the image of a Hindu deity are placed inside the cavern, 

' About a mile and a half to the north-east of the village (i.e. about half a mile 
from the Hyderabad-Siddipet road) is another big boulder, about S ft. in diameter 
situated in a field. This boulder also bears a large Cana rest inscription carved on 
its top. The inserilied space measures 6 ft. by ^ ft. and the letters are extraordi¬ 
narily bold, being 2 in. high. As the surface of the boulder is extremely rough 
and the letters are a little abraded it is not possible to obtain an estampage of the 
inscription. But this inscription also can be photographed. 

In a small temple in the fields towards the south of the village is a detached 
image of VTrabhadra, about 4 ft. high. The image is very handsome and is a fair 
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specimen of the Chalukyan school. The modelling and anatomy of the body 
of the sculpture is of a superior order but the head is a little crude, being more of 
a conventional type. As the temple and the image are both deserted and no 
worship is offered to them the image may be transferred with the consent of the 
Revenue authorities to the Hyderabad Museum for exhibition.' 

During the year under report several new prehistoric sites have been dis¬ 
covered. Their exact localities and the names of the persons who have discovered 
the sites are given below :—

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Tht* work of the conservation of the Ajanta caves continued as usual during conservation 
the year, The preservation of the frescoes on the ceiling of Cave I which had been 
occupving the Depar tine lit "> attention for the last two years has progressed con¬ 
siderably, As a result, the entire ceiling of the antechamber of this cave has been 
fully conserved and the two well known subjects, the Temptation of the Buddha 
and the Miracle of Saiasvatl, have received a thorough treatment. The central 
portion of the ceiling of this cave, which, was badly cracked, has also been restored, 
by means of cement plaster stained to match the original colour. In Caw XMI 
the work of the repairs to the ceiling of the verandah was taken in hand and a 
greater half of the work was executed towards the close of the year. As a result 
of the excavations carried out in front of Cave XXVI the old court and the steps 
of that cave have been exposed to dew, The excavations have also disclosed 
the remains of two chapels, one on either side of the court, besides the caning of 
the plinth of the main temple. 

Among the maintenance works the following deserve special mention 

(*/) The lower portion of the walls of Cave I. which was disintegrating, 
has been strengthened by means of cement plaster, and repairs have 
been executed to the parapet opposite the cave. 

(ft) A new ramp was constructed in front of Cave I and this affords an easy 
access tn the cave. 

(r) A new coping has been added to the parapet in front of Caves IV and ML 
(d) A new railing and parapet have been erected opposite Cave ML. 

(t T l A parapet wall has been constructed in front of Caves Mil and IX and 
new steps have been cut in the rock to facilitate access to the caves. 

(/) The debris and fallen rock lying in between Caves IX and X have been 
cleared away and a new [parapet constructed in front of the caves. 

(gl The stupa and the pillars of Cave LX which were decaying at the bottom 
have been strengthened by means of cement plaster stained to match 
the original colour. 

( 7 ; i The openings of the doors and window's of Cave XM which had badly 
decayed have 1 nm repaired by means of cement concrete and their 
decayed wooden frames have been replaced bv new ones. 

The cave? road, from Fardapur Rest House to Ajanta caves, the construction 
of which was in progress in the year 1344 I-'asli and mentioned in the Department's 
Annual Report relating to that year, has been completed during the year under 
review. A total sum of Rs. 76,200 was sjient 011 this work. The road has been 
constructed by the Public Works Department and the question of access to the 
caves in all the seasons of the year has thus been settled once for all. 

At Ellora. the campaign of the conservation of the caves continued as usual. 

In addition to the general repairs and clearance of the caves, new approaches were 
constructed to the Ramcsvara and Sita-ki-Xahani. Previously the paths to these 
caves, although motorable, were rather steep but the new approaches have now 
rendered the caves most easily accessible. The passage between Caves XXMI 
and XXVIII has also liven widened to afford easier access to the caves. 
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At KhiildaMd, the Kali Has j id anti the tomb of Hazrat Qizi Ziau-d-din in 
its courtyard, were in a very bad state of preservation. These buildings were 
cleared of rank vegetation and thoroughly conserved and a new approach was also 
made to connect these monuments with the main road. 

Petty repairs were also executed to the lattice work screens round the tombs 
of Hazrat Asaf Jah I and Aurangzcb. 

The work of the restoration of the Tomb and Garden of Bani Begam, a refer¬ 
ence to which has been made in the Department's Annual Report for 1344 Fasli, 
made considerable progress during the year under report. The work will continue 
iu future years. 

In the Daulatabad Fort, in addition to the genera! repairs and clearance of 
the fortifications, bastions and other buildings, petty repairs were executed to 
the subterranean passages leading to Balahisar. The steps and roofs of the 
passages, which on account of their decayed condition were previously a real 
menace to visitors, have now been rendered quite sound. Apart From this, 
the decayed wooden ckkajjas of the Baradari of the Balahisar have been re¬ 
placed by means of cement concrete chhajjas. This helps a great deal in restoring 
the original aspect of the Balahisar. 

In the group of the Aurangabad caves, besides the petty repairs executed to 
the caves, the bridal path, the approaches and steps leading to the caves har e been 
repaired after the seasonal rains. A permanent grant of Rs. 500 has been allotted 
for the maintenance of these monuments. 

Among the monuments of the city of Aurangabad the conservation of 
the Delhi and Ja'far Darwaza? deserves special mention. The cphalri on the 
right bastion of the Delhi Darwaza had fallen down and the bastion itself had 
developed a large crack. To remedy these defects the- masonry work of the bastion 
has been restored and a new chhutri built on it. The new ehhatri matches in design 
its rival on the left bastion of the Darwazas (Plate XIV n-b). As these works de¬ 
manded special technical skill they were executed under the direct supervision 
of the Department. The Ja'far Darwaza has also l»eeri restored in strict accordance 
with its original form. 

Another important centre where conservation work has been carried out on 
a large scale is Bidar. The excavations of the Takhat Mahall area mentioned in 
the report for the previous year were further continued during the year under 
review and revealed ground-plans of several new halls and apartments. In 
addition to the excavations of these monuments, the Department bestowed timely 
care on their protection, as a result of which the floorings and the remains of the 
newly excavated buildings have been scientifically treated and conserved. 

To the west of the Takht Mahall enclosure is tin* Muthamman Burp a roofless 
octagonal pavilion. This building was in an extremely dilapidated condition, 
but has now been substantially conserved. At the Chiiil Mahall fresh remains 
of old. flooring and tile decoration were discovered and scientifically cleared and 
preserved. Apart from the above work?, petty' repairs were alsn executed to the 
ramparts, gateways and parkotas of the Fort, the most important among these 
bt ing the Western (Delhi) Gate and the Kalyanl liurj. 
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The network of roads inside the fort was further extended and the construction 
of the new circuit road outside the Fort also made considerable progress during the 
year. 

The work relating to the conservation of the Madrasah of Mahmud Gawan, 
referred to in the A nmutl Report for 1344 Fasli, made considerable progress during 
the year. The hall tiekind the mosque in the right wing has been conserved and 
suitable repairs executed to the walls, roofs and terraces of the building. 

In the group of the tombs of the Baridi kings special attention was paid to 
the Tomb of Amir Barid II. This monument, which was started on ati extensive 
scale, remained incomplete from the beginning. The tops and masonry joints of 
the walls, being exposed for centuries to the inclemency of the weather, were killing 
into ruin. The Department adopted timely measures to protect the monument 
from further decay. Repairs were also carried out on the other minor tombs 
iti the vicinity of this monument and the whole group of buildings has thus 
been thoroughly conserved. At ‘All Band's tomb besides petty repairs on the 
building, the interior of the dome was washed clean of the dust gathered for 
centuries. This has helped to display the whole array of the tile work in its full 
glory. Repairs were also executed to the dome of Ibrahim Band s tomb, 

The steps of the Farh Bogh had been damaged by rains, as there was no 
suitable arrangement for the drainage of water. A masonry drain has been cons¬ 
tructed along the stej>s and the steps themselves have been suitably repaired. 

The roof of the Farh Bagh mosque has been repaired and the drainage of the 
building improved. New steps have been built for the convenience of those visitors 
who want to see the buildings in the lower stages of this garden. 

During the year under report the Director of Archaeology carried out a thorough Excavation 
survey of prehistoric and protohi stork sites in the Raickur District. At Mask! 
the Asokan Edict had already been discovered in 1915 AJD. During the year 
tinder review excavations were conducted on and around this site, as a result 
of which man y prehistoric and protohistoxic antiquities were discovered. The 
stone implements, terra-cotta figurines, beads and several other antiquities found 
at these sites have now been deposited in the Hyderabad Museum, Detailed 
articles on these discoveries appear as Appendices A. B and I >. 

In tiu‘ field of Epigraphy the Assistant Director discovered four Hindu ins- Cpiftrapby 
dipt ions in tilt vicinity of the village of Kodapaka, Siddipet Taluqa in the Medak 
District, They have l>eeii described with greater detail elsewhere in this report. 

The Director of Archeology collected about sixty estampages of inscriptions from 
Halyard in the Gulharga District, from Mud gal in the Raichur District, Tallinn, 

Visagarh and Anark in the Aurangabad District and from Golconda and Hyderabad 
proper. These inscriptions are being published iu the Epigraph in I nrfo-Moslem ica 
for 1935-36 A.D, 

The Kalyani inscriptions contain two Tugjjluq inscriptions ; one of Qhivathu- 
d-DIu and another of .Muhammad III, The remaining lielong to Nizam Shahls 
of Ahmadnagar and Add Shahls of Bijapur One inscription on a gun belongs 
to the reign of Mubarak Shall Faruqi of Khandesh. The Golconda and Hyderabad 
inscriptions belong to the Qutbshah! kings while the Mudgal inscriptions belong 
to the Adil Shaliis of Bijapur 
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Apart from the above, F. Sreenivaschar, M.A.. Ph.D. (Lend.), has edited 
for the Department the long old Tehigu Inscription of the Raichur Fort, dated 
gftka 1216 (C. 1294 A.D.), which appears as Appendix E of this Report 
1Plate XV). 

During the year under report the Department has acquired 2,199 coins, 14 Numismatics 
of which are gold. 560 silver and 1,625 copper. Of the silver coins three have been 
presented by the Central Museum. Nagpur. 

i luring the year under report, the Curator of the Museum was deputed to attend Museum 
the International Congress of Numismatists and Centenary of the Royal Numis¬ 
matic Society held at London, and also the International Congress of Prehistoric 
and Protohistoric Sciences held at Oslo {Norway). During his al>sence Mr. R. M. 

Joshi, M.A.. officiated in his place and discharged his duties satisfactorily. 

An exhibition of the prehistoric and protohistoric antiquities discovered in the 
Raichur district was held in the Museum. The exhibition was visited by a large 
number of students and proved a great success. Mr. S. I*'. Markham, a member 
of the British Parliament and Mr. H. Hargreaves, the Ex-Director General of 
Arch ecology in India, visited the Museum on twhalf of the Empire Museums 
Association and were taken round by the Director of Arch ecology himself. They 
paid a high tribute to the manner in which exhibits have been classified and 
arranged. 

The work of collecting exhibits has made a steady progress. Through the 
kind interest of Mr. R. M, Crofton, I CS,, the Revenue Secretary, some interesting 
pieces of Nawab Ghalib Jung's furniture have been saved from ruin and deposited 
for safe custody at. the Hyderabad Museum. The furniture throws considerable 
light on the life of the nobles of Hyderabad during the last century. 

The question of constructing a Picture Gallery close to the Museum is f -. reiving 
the deep and sympathetic attention of the Government. In this connection our 
thanks are due to the Right Honourable Sir Akbar Hydari, and to Sir Theodore 
Tasker for their active help, A detailed note ou the working of the Hyderabad 
Museum appears as Appendix O. 

In addition to the publication of the Annual Report for the year 1343 Fasli Publication* 
the Department compiled the following publications :—

This paper will be issued shortly in the form of a monograph. 

During the year under review no volumes have l>een acquired for the library Library 
of the Department. Of these 36 volumes have been purchased and the remaining 
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74 have been received in exchange. A complete list of these volumes with their 
titles and authors’ names is given in this Report as Appendix K, 

.Mr, M. Frans wall, Photographer of the Department, prepared 143 negatives Photograph* 
dunng the year under report. The titles and scales of photographs are given a “ dDnwrtM * 
in Appendix F. 

Khan Bahadur Mr. Sved Ahmad, the Artist-Curator of Ajanta, prepared 
seven colour copies of the frescoes of Ajanta for the Department’s record and Mr 
Muhammad Jalaluddin, the Artist of FI lor a, prepared six colour copies of the 
v bra frescoes and four copies of the frescoes of the Aurangabad Caves, The 
titles and scales of these copies are given in Appendices M and N. 

The total expenditure on the conservation of monuments amounted to nxpci-mur* 
Ks 05.255-4-0 (B.G. Rs, 55.933-10) during the year, which compared with theZf'" 180 ™' 
figures for the previous year. Rs. 86,994-14-3, show a decrease of Rs. 21,739-10-3. 

The detail of this expenditure is given in Appendix J. 

A smii of Rs, 04.671-0-7 Rs. 81,146-9-7) has been spent during the yearEspendicnre 
on the maintenance of the Department. The fibres lor the previous year under 

this head were Rs. 93,218-2-7 f B.G. Rs. 79.901-2-2). The detail of this expenditure ° 9partmmt 
is given in Appendix I. 

The expenditure on the maintenance of the Hyderabad Museum amounted

Mask! (Lang, 45' Lat. n 4 57) is 17 miles south-east by south tram LiogsUgffr and ji miles 
south-west frtauVifibi*. It is situated on tire right hank of a river of the some name winch is a 
tributary of the Tungabiodra, Haslri has a population of about 4 ,? 1M ’ PWP^ at pntuA • l,ut m earik ' r 
time* it must Itavc been a town of considerable size as is apparent from tin; traces of its iron and «<*hl 
workings which cover a Luge area. The village is connected with Raichiir by a metalled toad and 
there is also the bus service between the two places The late Mr. R. Brrice l oots visited Maski in 
iflgg a.D and eaUectecI neolitlik implements, such as celts, chisels. scraper* and brine-, as well us 
beads and thank and glass bangles. These are now exhibited in the Prehistoric Section of the 
Madras Museum. In 11,15 tlie Atvl^.lngival Department, Hyderabad, disco*wed an Asokaii Edict

|t t 1935-56 during my survey of the prehistoric and pfotutristoric sites 1 if the Raicljvir District 
! visited Mask! ami was struck by the abundant* of artefact* which 1 noticed an the surface at -noie 
sites in the vicinity of the village. Among l lie sc site* the fields of Sultan Muhammad, which are 
situated sonic twofurlongs due west of the present village, were particularly rich in antiquities and 
I ill once decided to dig at swine placed in these fields. On a closer survey of the Gelds 1 found that 
they constitute the site of tin- old town at Haski, access to which from the river-shh was through 
a gorge amidst a ring of bills which surround the site and which originally formed its natural defences. 
The traces of the old path from tire river side (toroids tin- south) are -till noticeable from a stone 
pavement lit tin? gpig*. The hill-have several spurs, the highest of which has a Suivilt temple perched 
on it now. The temple from its architecture appeals to be of the thirteenth century. tJn a spur 
near the gorge is another temple called the Manappayn temple «>r the Goldsmith's temple. Un 
another spur is the Weavers temple. Weaving and golds inciting are still tlie principal industries 
of the place. In Sultan Muhammad's held* there were several mounds the surface of which was 
strewn with iron slag’ potsherds and piece* of chank ami glass bangles. Further along the slopes 
<4 the hills, especially at places where the sides of the hill liad trevn cut by ruin water, neolithic imple¬ 
ments, such as celts, chisels, crushers, hammers, were lying in considerable tuttitlet. 11* therefore 
selected the mounds for our excavations and dug to a depth of 13 *o 20 feet. In the course of our 
excavations we did not tmd any houses, but discovered some furnaces for smelting gold or iron. On 
passing the earth throughiine sieves, we found hesfb, pieces of chunk b angle s and terra-cotta figurines. 
The beads were found in irreat abundance, and are of different colours ufid shapes. The precious 
s tones used f.« this purpose are crystal, amethyst, cainelian. lapis lazuli, agate and blood-stone. 
Coral and chank have also been used for making beads Lm d there are also term-cotta heads. The 
shapes also have a large variety ■ they are barrel-shaped, bipynmudat, globular, discoid .iTid triangular. 
S<mie of them have facets cut on tiu-m and all ot them are bored, Some came turn beads have 
wav y designs with a whitish substance inlaid. Among the topis lazuli beads tvu* art triangular. 
Except lapis lazuli, all atom* of which the heads have been made are found in lire Deccan. The 
abundance of treads found at a single site shows that Mask! at one time was an important centre of 
the bead industry. Greek writers have referred t« the bead industry of Paithim—whence they were 
sent to Western countries, tit recent times it has treeu proved that they were also exported to 
Eastern countries like the Malay Peninsula, hut at a much later date. 

The limb from Sultan Muhammad's fields also show that chunk was freely used for various 
kinds of ornaments. 1 We have found finger-rings, ear-rings, bangles und necklaces, Tire designs

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show tinting, incised ornamental patterns and " relievo work. As thank ornaments have also been 
fnund in great abundance jt appears tJmt chunk industry was also one of the principal industries of 
the old MaskI town. 

Among the terra-cotta articles there are human and animal figurines, beads, circular discs with 
grooves manA tlieir dmmifcrence and wheels of toy-carts. The human figtuities belong to different 
l^eriods—for instance -sine representing a woman with long trunk and short legs is very primitive 
and hear^ st riking resemblance in similar figuring found in Mediterranean countries* particularly 
at Malta 1 . But some human figures show fine modelling as well as ornamental w ork. These appear 
to l>e of a later period, perhaps of the 4th or 3rd centuries B.C. Among these figt3rine* there is also 
one representing a horse which is very crudely made, and it appears that the horse was not n familiar 
animal to the potters of those day's. The horse bag also been badly drawn by the artists of Ajanta* 
Tl?e potsherdb and complete vessels found in tile course of excavat ion also shnw 4 great variety 
and belong to different grinds. The earliest here is perhaps the polished black and red ware which 
is commonly found in the megulithie tombs of the Deccan and Southern India. I should also 
mention that these black and red polished vessels have been found near human bones which included 
two skulls. The skulls have been sent for examination to the EooIogicaJ Sec!ion oF the Indian 
Mnsetrm and their report as to their character and u^e lias not been received. The other vessels 
are of tliree colours, dark-red, yeUowisl^red and grey* The surface is smooth and some of them have 
Some bear ornamental designs which were executed either by thumb and huger or with 
a Wboden or l>one or iron implement. Some designs have lieen executed in relief by means of a stamp, 
a specimen of which has luckily been found. It represents an elephant and a man. The design 
of both these figures in very primitive* Among other designs* found chiefly u n the necks ti-f pots* are 
auiinal figures, floral patterns and geometrical riraivings. The painted pottery generally has cheek- 
designs Tvprusentmg wood or bamboo lattice. The discs with grooves round them show a further 
development in ornamentation, for the designs show a combination of geometrical patterns with ffural 
motifs. Some discs bear figures of arurnuhj^-tiger F calf, etc. The exact use o! these discs or wheels 
is not clear, One authority suggested that they may be ear-ring*. for the holes of the ears among 
certain primitive people of India ate stretched to unimaginable lengths. 

Among the terra-cotta articles we also found the impression of a >eat on a small baked disc. 
The characters appear to be of the 1st or 2nd century B.C. ; but the seal has not l^een properly deci¬ 
phered as yet. The ornamental pottery belongs to the same period. that is, 3rd to 2nd centuries 
B+C-i but some specimens may be earlier. 

Chert flakes have been found in great abundance. They consist of lancets, scrapers and knives, 
Some may have been used as tooth-picks also. The cherts are dark-red r pale-red, cream-white and 
spotted. Some flakes arc of agate while others are erf chulcedniiy. Some flakes arc serrated and 
were prubabfy used, as combs or for scratching the body, Flakes have also been found in the natural 
caverns which exist in considerable number in the hills of Mask!. At Musk! there are also Menhirs, 
arranged in the form of avenues. 

The above features lead ns to conclude that Mask! was an important place in Prehistoric as well 
as Prutohistoric times—in the latter period it was it great centre of bead and chunk industries, Mr. 
Bruce Foote has included a glass industry also iti this period. Thera is plenty nf felspar In the hills 
round Mask 3, and felspar getting mixed with ordinary day in the process of making crucibles lor 
smelting gold might have assumed a glassy appearance when placed on strong fire. As a matter of 
fact we have found some crucibles with a glassy apjKeurancc. Pieces of glass bangles have l^een 
chiefly collected on the surface. So if they dn belong to an earjv period their date cannot be fixed 
before the 2nd or 1st century B.C. The specimens have various designs ami the predominant 
Colours arc blue md green* A yellow paste w ith various ornamental patterns has also been 13sett.

Note tm the survey of the Mudgei Fort 
By (1* Yaxdani, O.B.E. 

Mutlgal or Mudugitl, lias a history going Ii-ri.uk to the Yadava dynasty, several fencriptmus of 
which bare been discovered in the vicinity of the town. In the beginning of lfie fourteenth 
century it was an important output nf the Kak&tiya kingdom, anrf we read in history that when 
M iilik XlTfo after conquering Dcogit, munched towards the South, in order to establish the 
authority «f the Delhi kings, he captured MtidgaJ along with the sister fortress if Raichur which 
formed the principal defences of the interfluvial country between the rivers Krishna and Tunga- 
bhadra. After the establishment of the Jhiihim-uiL kingdom in Gutbarga* Mudgal was the scene of 
continuous warfare between this dynasty and the Hindu kingdom of Yijayanagar who often laid 
claim to Mtzdgab For romance and history this period is full of interest,, and Firsts and some 
other historians have described in detail the story of Muhammad tfliah Hniluuani’s issuing a draft 
in favour of a parly of ringers, with whose performance he has pleased, for payment on the Vijayn- 
nagar treasury litikfcu I, the raja nf YjjayanagUT, resented the instill and he ordered the bearer 
of the draft to he ridden round the dt> on an ass and expelled. 

In the reign of Hroz Shah |.i ^7-1422) we read of another passage of arms between Inin and 
Harilmrn Raya, raja of Yjjayamgar, the cause of contention being the winning of the hand of a 
beautiful damsel, the daughter ■ i^f -t goldsmith nf Mudgal, These petty jealousies ami political 
rivalries continued even after the disintegration nf the Baihmam dynasty, when the Ijjapur kings 
took possession of the western and southern parts of the territory of the Baihm&nl kingdom 
including the forts nf Raichur and Mudgal. 

The inscriptions, which at present are to be seen at the Mudgal fort, belong to the Dijapur 
kings, who at various times strengthened the defences of the Fort. Three of these epigraphs 
belong tn the reign of 'AH 4 Adil j^hlli I r who ruled from A-T>. and during whose reign look 

place the battle of Tail kola whereat the confederacy Of the Muslim kings of the Deccan inflicted 
the final blow' on the rival Hindu kingdom of Vijayanagar towards its extinction. The reign of 
Ibrahim Adil Shah 11 (1580-1627) is also represented by three inscriptions, while only one epigraph 
mentions the name nf Muhammad 4 Adil Shiih [1but the record is important a> it mentions 
the erection nf a marble palate at tire Mtirigal fort, 

Tire fort has a wide moat which is filled with water. The width of the moat in several places is 
as much as fifty yards, Devond the moat there is a scarp with a row nf bastions. Behind the scarp 
is a narrow covered passage and adjoining it the cntmter-scarp, the bastions? nf which are ven - massive. 
The arrangement of the present fortification shows that the fort was rebuilt after the invention of 
the guns The courses of masonry at several places are of the Hindu style, but the ardi-s]taped 
parapet is of the Muslim design. Tile moat and the row of has I ions offer a pleasing view ; jt is parti¬ 
cularly striking near the north-east bastion a ml should not Ik missed by the visitor (Plate LX a\. 

There are traces of a faiusse-bne on the northern side of the fort but unfortunately 1 it has been 
badly damaged in recent times by the digging nf wit ram for repair of roads, The bastions of the 
inner scarp are circular and square iri design, the arrangement fwung that two square bast tons have 
a round one on each tide. 

1 1 j front of the Fath Damaza. which face ^ tltc nortii r there is a very massive Iks- lion, with a curtain 
on each side, thus making a barbican for the tit fence of Hit fort. Xear this barbican is a guards 
room with three arched openings towards the north* The archer have rather low imposts, but rlieir 
form is pleasing. The barbican lias a Harrow court with entrances towards the- west and north-east. 
The gates of the entrances are 1 in the pillar-and-lintel style. There Is a Caiiarcsc inscription, 
carved on a stone near the left column of the gateway facing the west. There is another inscription 
on the stone near the right column of the same gateway. In the covered passage of this 
gateway there are guards' moms on both sides -the openings of these rooms being in the piliar-and* 
lintel style. 





The massive bastion referred to above lias a gun with a Canarcye inscription near the nmszJe. 
The gun bis long iron pieces in il* interior which have tieeii hound outwardly b> lump?- In the 
construction of the fort p advantage hat been taken of a hillock nn the top of which the Iionses of royalty 
and anendtifture wall with bastions have t>eeii built, Tht outer fortifications of Mudgal cover an 
area of half a square mile- The old Td Gah may be seen from the top of the Victory Cate bastion. 

There is a Cimarese inscription nu the right rolnmn of the western gateway (inner face). Passing 
through the narrow passage beyond the first gateway there is a second gateway which has an arch. 
The upper apex of the arch has been filled up with masonry and the entrance is in the pillar-ami 
lintel stile. Tile trefoil form of the arches of the small windows of rids gateway h very pteasiug 
(Hate IX A). The walls at this point tire cydopean in construction There arc guards' moms on 
either side of the passage of this gateway also. 

There is an inscription on a stone near the left culitinu of the eastern entrance opening in the 
moat. Above this inscription are carved a sword, a shield, a sjjear, a katiir and a bow and arrow. 
There are five Cauurese inscriptions on the first bastion to the left of this, entrance- 

The passage from the second gateway turns towards tlie left and there is a small Court in front 
of the third gateway which is also arch-slutped, but the apex here also is filled up with masonry and 
the entrance is m the pillar-and-Iinte] style The guards' rooms on both rides of the passage of this 
gateway are commodious, and this gateway i> more massive in construction than the two outrr ones 
A boar is carved as an emblem of Vishnu on the right column nf the inner entrance of this gateway . 
The effigy of a buh is lying along the road on tlie right side. The 'A^iur ittmna lias Wa 
extensively repaired in recent times and it is a modem building turn. The mosque near it lm- pillars 
of Hindu design. It consists of a double pillared hall. On the opposite side of the road are ihe 
remains of lire Natibal Khaiia. On the way to the Blla lli&ar is the gitri powder magariiu . where 
at one end two oompart meats have been built for the storage of gun-powder. 

The Bala Kisur is built at the top of the hillock and commands a good view of the interior of ike 
fort as well as of the surrounding country. In the western side cl the fort is a targe cistern which 
was filled up with water from the hills to the west of the fort. The view Emm the Bala Hisilr gives 
a good idea of tire extent of tilt Fort and of lire large garrison which could be accommodated therein. 
Tlie roof of the BSradarf at the top has fallen down. It originally consisted of a double hah with two 
side rooms. The openings are on all four sides. The parapet of the Baradari Iiles overlapping arefics 
of rile Baiinuani style. There are several natural depressions in the rock above, which were utilised 
for storing water- Bast inns and walls are built at tlififenent points for tlie defence nf the Hii radar! 
and Lhc other buildings of the Bala I^isar. In the middle a very 1 targe bastion b built which is 
round in form. The hill near the Bfiradurt ami the large bastion rises in the form of a spur and is- 
detached from the lower parts of the hill by a ravine. 

There is a Cauarese inscription, carved on a atone fixed along the steps cm tire south-east side 
of the Barailntl. There ate some natural caverns bekiw the Nuuras or Naktu Burj. The fort is 
defended towaids the south-west side by a range of hills. 

In the western part of the fort there is a large dstera called tire Hikram R$nU _about 140 yards 

in length and 45 to 5 U >nrds in breadth. There is a Muskan inscription of Dfliwur who 

lived during the reign of Ibrahim Adi I Shah K fixed oti a bastion to the west of tile Hikranf Baolt 
There is cut plaster decoration in the tipper storey of the house of Amrappa De.smukh—1designs 
being chiefly floral* The Primary School is located in an old building* It consists of a doable ball 
■with u room on either side towards tile north and smith. The arches of these Iialls are lofty unt idimi 
a good sense of proportion ; the imposts are rather low' and the tool is vaulted, having facets 
In die court there are vaulted apartment?-on cither ride towards the north and south.

Dfndar IQmn s mosque is a small structure, consisting of a h all with wooden pilJars Thu to of 
of tht‘ building lias been restored in recent tinier. There is an inscription on the western wall nf the 
mosque. 








When coming out from the fort we see that the first (iniKrntt»t) gateway is arch-shaped. It is 
[ofty and massive. The second gateway is built in rather a hybrid style—the openings at’ the main 
entrance being in the pillar-and-lintel style, and those of the guards' twins being arch-shaped (trefoil 
farm). 

The plinth, columns and ceiling of the guards' rooms are lavishly decorated with sculpture, which 
on account of the prior quality ot the stone are somewhat coarse* The sculpture 7. consist uf yahz f„ 
tii'iirdpaltis, floral dtfdgns and mvthieal figures. The cusped trefoil arches of these rooms are ' cry 
interesting. 

The outer entrance of tins gateway is defended by two projecting buttresses In view of the 
massive dimetibiuns of this gateway, the window's on account of their tiny size look grotesque. Figures 
of Hindu gods (Garuda and HanuinauJ arc carved above these windows. 

The outermost gate built in the pillar-and-lintel style and the door is studded with iron spikes. 
It is called Kltl on account of the thorny appearance nf the spikes. Tile panels of this door arc 
decorated with figures of animals and gods caned in relief. Some of them show neat workmanship. 

A figure of a god holding a cobra is carved on the outer wall of the fort. There is another sculpture 
representing Harm man, A bridge built on the moat. The approach is rather narrow. We 
enter through a narrow passage tind first approach tlu- KatT Liarwozu, then the middle gateway in 
the hybrid style, and finally the arched gateway. 

Enquiries were made about the painting representing the Holy Virgin Irom the church anthiv 
titles who said that no such picture exists now* The old church was burnt same 40 years ago, TEie 

new building was constructed [ u nyo^. 

There are altogether five Moslem inscriptions belonging to the 1 Adil Shah! dynasty of Bijapiir 
and 15 Cuzmrese inscription* and two modern inscriptions in Balbudh script. The Moslem mscrf[M

A'efc on the Excavation and Surety of Pro-historic sites in the Raij&sr District oj HvJetjiuid 
By EuwAJA Muhammad Ahmad, M.A., LL.B.. Curator, UydwhxJ Museum. 


Ratdiur Distiicl is situated in the south-west #ni corner nf His Ksalted Highness tilt- Nizam's 
Dominion# imd ties lie tween the Tungabljjidni and tile Krishna rivers. The district abounds in pre¬ 
historic remains and represents the sequence of the culture from the earliest times up to the [. resent 
day. The pit-historic antiquity of tins District was first brought to light by Colonel Meadows Taylor 
in the Journal of the Bombay Brand] of the Royal Asiatic Society, Vol, IV. 1S35 in w hich he dealt 
with the Megalitliic Tombs of tire District and also referred to the re]K>rt by Rev. G. Kets on the 
groups of Dolmens in the Benkal Forest. From 1870 to 1880. Mr. Bruce Foote of the Indian 1 Geological 
Survey arid tile ptutieer of Stone Age Research in India, studied the geological condition in the Raicfcfti 
District. He found a number of Neolithic sites whence he collected artefact# which were ultimately 
purchased by the Madras Government and in 1004 deposited in the pie-historic section of the Madias 
Museum. Tile late Captain Leonard Mmm, special officer of H.E.H. the Nizam's Geological Survey 
during Ms work visited many of the sites previously noticed by Mr. Bruce Foote and described in the 
Journal of the Hyderabad Geological Survey, VnL II, Part i. 1934, 

In the early part of December 1035, *r. G*Ta*dani ( O.B.E. f t he distinguished Director of Ardueo- 
logv in Hvderahadstarted a survey of this area. He was kind enough to take me with him. Needle#* 
to say that I am proud of being hid student and assistant. The survey lasted till the end of January 
lr l 3 6 included the excavation operations near one village called Mask!.

Rrathur district represents all tn*s of Slega- 
jithic tombs. At Agolt and Benkal Dolmens are still to be found intact. 

Particularly the BcuMl group is of exciting interest. It is situated m a thick forest on the higher 
levels of a bill ‘ close bv to the east of these Ddhncus is a natural tank. Each Dolmen nngimilly 
contained six rfafes. one each for the top and bottom and four for the four rides. No wmcntfflg 
mortar has twen used. Blit the side slabs are so arranged that each forms a support for tin other an 
all the four form a kind of Swastika.

The dolmens stand on rocks and the remains of tlte dead are deposited beneath the 
bottom slab along with a few- pieces of pottery : the cavity between the bottom slab and Lh*- rock on 
which dolmens stand is about twelve inches. On comparatively lower slopes are to be found a few 
cromlechs. At lingsgur and Mudgal there are straw stone circles containing the remains of the 
prehistoric people and at Mask! a vast field of Menhirs arranged in avenues has I wen discovered 


during this tour. 

Pre historic Paintings. — At BeoHl quite do» to tbc Dotam* there arc pre historic painting 
id three places. At two places they have been done under a rock shelter. One of them ls to the 
west of the group of the Dolmens and it represents a hunting scent. Through the effect of weather 
at Mine places the paint has faded aw ay. But some riders with their hoisei and some groups of men 
are quite distinct. The tads of the ho r*e* have been depicted like that of some animals on the Mohen jo 
Daio seaJis. In the hand of one of the men is an axe # the blade of which resemble* that of metal a*cs» 
These tacts show that this subject cannot he attributed to a very early time. 

The other subject is also under a rt*ck shelter. It lias been incised in outline on a surface 
measuring about Thirty feet by thirty feet atul painted with red ochre. Much of it is unintelligible. 
But two human figures and several animal figures representing elephant* cow _ horse, and deer 
are quite distinct. One of the human figures betrays a gmeat alarm to which he lias been exptktd by 
being placed in the midst of the wild animals. It is very* difficult to assign any date to this subject, 
but the delineation of the terrified man audoi some of the animals ainund him exhibit a developed 


taste and art- 

The third subject is to the south-east of the second* It i* painted on the ceiling of a nat ural 
cave and depicts only a human figure. 

In what has been said above an attempt Iras beea made to draw a sequence of cultures which 
existed in Raichur. But there are certain points winch need a little elucidation. 

Attempts have boeu made to clarify the implements of India into Paleolithic and Neolithic 
mostly upon typological basis and having European and particularly Franch implements as a standard. 
Tins method has been followed oven in some of the European museums. Bui it is obvious that 
this is a great mistake. As a mutter of fact, there are very few so-called Indian Paleolithjcs about 
which it can be said with certainty that they conic from really old geological deposits and belong 
to that period. Besides it will bea^till greater mistake to think that Indian Paleolithic and Neo¬ 
lithic ages s^mchrouise with European Ages, There con he no doubt that Indian Neolithic age 
must have terminated much earlier than that of the European countries. For the obvious reason 
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that the Kigvedu which according to the beat of the authorities belongs to about two thousand B.C_ 
hii5 got u rich evidence shriving t hut lilt India ui that time was familiar with the use oi metals, parti¬ 
cularly that of Sanskrit Ayas or English iron nr steel- Tills fact has been amplified in the recent 
survey by the Nizam's ArdKcological Department. There Imve been already discovered in this area 
traces of mining wliich the pre-historic prospectors had gone deep to about buo ft. M.my places, 
which never appear its history ilmw their names from the metals, for instance Hunhalil means a village 
of gold, Kannikgirj a hill of gold Lind Mask! itself hiss been identified by some scholars with the old 
Siivarnngiri meaning ' The mount of Gold * b 
To sum Lqi the results tv* can say ;■— 

1. That the stone ^i- in India was followed try iron agt and that ji i> to this age the MegaJithk 

tombs belong. In nearly all tombs lluU weft excavated by the ArchiL'olagjcaJ 
Department iron implements were found, ^ome of these tombs contained a few copper 
pieces also. 

2 . The pottery dii-cowrcd at purely Neolithic sites is plain ami without any glaze- 

The pottery found nt tile kindling sites in none cases 3 ms polish and in others i- painted 
in geometric and other designs and has also incised and embossed decoration, 

4. Tin- pniu-jv in Megalithic loiuhs usually bears some marks wliiJi wen disDivertd fur the 
first tinte by "Sir. k tnd Mrs. Yaziiani and have turn assumed great importance in Indulogy 
and are expected to turn nut to be a script hitherto unknown, 
g. Pottery with these marks has now been discovered at pre-liistoric smeltmg factories in 
Saltan MuliuutmacTs field at Mask!. 

6 . Beads are fuimd at Neolithic sites, at smelting factories and in the Mcgidithk tombs. 
But as a rule Eupis lazuli beads which appear to have been imported from Baluchistan 
art- found in the MegaHtMc tombs and at pre-ill stone smelting factories: only, 
y, The paintings probably belong to the early iron age.

Introduction 

ThtB is an inscription carved on u large slab set up uu the rampart wait «»f the fort »f iLai^ur. 
The language of the inscription as well as the script is Telugu. The inscription records the con¬ 
struction of the stone fort of HnkbBrby Vi t ha La. ait officer of Cona Gariinaya-raijrfi -a subordinate 
of the fungus KSkaflya king Praia pur utlra of Warmed The inscription is? dated in Sakti I 2 ih w 
cyclic year Java, Margasira, the 7H1 day of the bright fortnight. cones T «>nding roughly to November 
A.D. 1294. 

The inscription brings to light several important details relating to the political and the geogra¬ 
phical conditions nf the Kfikatlya kingdom at the close nf the 13th century. 

GSna family* —Tradition ass-xnates the Gdna family with two famous literary works in Telugu, 
namely Rahganithu Raniaynnaiiiu and Bhaskara Ramayunamu. The Uothpur inscriptions of tlu* 
M.'ii yala family refer to the OSna family'. The present reconl frottt Raioh&r also refers to the t»dniL 
family. It is therefore necessary to consider whether all these refer to the same family, and if so. 
whether it is possible to identify Garni Garimaya-raddi and Yith-ila nf trar inscription with any of the 
jxrsons already known to us from the two literary works referred to above. 

On the basis of the information found in the pmiasti of the Ultara-klttda in the latter putt of 
Ranganatha Ramayanatmt, the following genealogy of the Gdna family may f» w orked out,

No. i GonLi Buddhaya began the composition of Hie work Rangan.itI u RSnJ§yittoimi but left it 
unfinished. No. 3 Yitthala and No* 4 Kacayu took up the work jointly afitT the death of their father 
Lind brought it to a completion. 

However, theft: is some slight information in the former jsortiun of the work (that is, ilie portion 
compassed by No. 2, Gona Buddbnyn, the father) which, unfortunately, ilisajpees with the above 
genealogy in one important particular, namely, the name of GQaa-Buddhnya s father, Buddha 
dedicate ill* work to his fattier and calls him Yitthala or Yittiiak-naiha 

We art now placed in a dilemma as tn which of tlie^e two sources are to lie accepted as conecl. 
It is unlikely that Gona Buddhaya wrote the name of his father incorrectly ; mu is it possible to assert 
that rite joint author* Yitthala and Kicaya did not know the name of their gffftridfalliri correctly - 
This leaves m only two alternatives ; either Gona Gamiaya was also called Yitthala* or Gannaya and 
trtthala were brothers in a joint family where the children of citiler called t he other father, either from 
consideration^ of respect or on account of an adoption. 

The present inscription mentions Gdna Gatnnaya-raddi (practically Uie same as Gona Gunnnya- 
te^di) and after describing hiui as 1 an ornamentto the activities of his brother; 1 proceeds to art exalta¬ 
tion of a certain person called Yithab (practically tire same as Yitthala). who is culled, the r#k$amui n, 
Lhnt is 1 the protector r of the kingdom of Gaihnaya, It is evident , therefore, that Vithulu was no 
common officer of Gona Gamimya, and on tile basis of tile phrase "mi ornament to the activities of his 
brother* we might even infer that YifhUi and Gann Gatnimya were brothers. The terms in which 
Rnugunlflm Ramayanamu refers to Gdna Gannaya as a great warrior leaves no room (or any scep¬ 
ticism about the identity of that person with GSna Gurimaya of «mr inscription, and chronological L 
^Tgraphicid and other c< moderations confirm this idee tjfi cat inn. 

Rhuskani Rataiyanamu gives us the name of a new member of tins family. This person. by 
name Mara, was the \matron of the work and is stated to be the ®cm of Gona Buddhaya. He would

thus Wiimc the brother of Vftthttla and Kacaya, the joint authors of the later portion of Rafigafiltha 
Rlmiyanaitm. 1 

The friina family is thus seen to play an important part in the literary history of that time and 
this inscription nnt Only confirms the literary evidence that tVoun &timaya-red<Ji wllh an important 
political figure of the times, but also gives us samt new evidence to help us in solving the problem 
of the identity of Gannaya Slid Vftthata.

During the year unite fnfKMt the Curator was deputed to attend the All India Oriental Con¬ 
ference held at Mysore* He was afterwards deputed to attend the International Congress of !Numis- 
matists and the Ce^Stenary of tile Royal Numismatic Society held at London and also the International 
Congress of Pre^Histnrsc and Protr^ Historic Scienct-v held at Oslo (Korway). At London he lead a 
paper on ai Rare Mints nf the Deccan " and at Oslo another paper on the Excavations of Fre-historic 
Site^ at Mask! and Survey of the Prehistoric sites in tilt Raichur District, A summary of these 
papers is included in tins report- The Director of Archeology had very kindly moved the Govern¬ 
ment that the Curator should he allowed to avail hi un-elf of tills opportunity to visit some important 
Museums on tike continent. Consequently. he visited several Museums in Norway, Sweden, I k imiark, 
Germany and France. At Co|ivrikagen he was presented witli fourteen Pre-hisloiiv implements 
liehuiging to (Kitten-Maiden period) about 5000 B.C. Tliese implements have been deposited in the 
Museum* During the absence of the Curator Mr* R. M- Joski t 1 LA. P officiated in his place. 

Survey 0/ Pre historic Sites in the lutrehur District and Exemption at Mi isAL—In tile early part 
*.f l^tHihr, 1935, Mr. (V, Vardans, OJLE.. the Director of Archeology, started a tiiarou^h survey 
of the Fre-historic site? in the Uflichur District, He had wry kindly taken the Curator with him 
in this tour. MaskL w hich already boasted of an Asokan Edict, was selected ms a place for conduct¬ 
ing excavations. Simultaneously, a survey was made and many Pte-Iustoric sites were discovered.

At Mask! the excavations yielded extremely good results. Stone implements, dukes of chert 
ami clialcedouL crystal, onyx and quartz were discovered in vast quantities. Terra-cotta figures 
allowing high skill were also found. In passing the earth through the sieves of various grades 
innumerable beads of agatt p caradian. amethyat, cliank f tapis lazuli, crystal, onyx and gurnets were 
gathered. Stone implements of various sizes were picked up from several places in great abundance. 

hxhihifirtns utfd Vt&iisj— An exhibition of ah the above-mentioned articles was held in the Museum. 
It excited great interest and was visited by His Excellency the Prime Minister and by ah the Horrible 
members nf the Cabinet. It was about this time that Mr* S, F. Markham, a member of the British 
Parliament, and Mr. Hargreaves, the ex*Director-General of Arckeolugy in India, paid a visit to the 
Hyderabad Museum on behalf of the Empire Museums Association of London. They were very much 
impressed by the interpretation and explanation of exhibits offered by the Director of ArcLvoiogy 
and paid a high tribute to the way and manner in which exhibits have !>een arranged and displayed in 
the Museum by the Department and considered that although it is a small institution yet very well 
organised. The members of Peace and Goodwill of tile Union Government of South Africa also visited 
tire Museum and paid a high tribute to the exhibits and the arrangement r 

Nawah Ghalib Jung's Cottertion —Through the kind interest of Mr. R* M* Crofton. the Revenue 
Secretary, same very interesting pieces of ftimitiirt- mid household property of the late Nawrab 











Ghafib Joijr have been tent to the Hyderabad Museum. Among these -a swnrd act with precious «tnoe$ 
which was presented to the Nffiwab by the late Highness deserves a special mention- A list of 
these articles is included in appendix (pp, h^-bn). 

Sculptures and the erection of <t Maiidap. —It was proposed by the Director of Archeology lliat the 
artistic ceiling slobs unearthed during the Warangal excavation and subsequently deposited in the 
Hyderabad Museum should be set up in their original form. This proposal was approved of by the 
Museum Committee audio cam- it out four circular capitals of pillars and one central piece of the 
fi lin g were brought from Warangal fort to tin- Museum. In addition to these two extremely 
artistic stout- pillars, lyingmicared for on the Hyderabad Natgouda road near Kflttangbr (57 miles from 
Hyderabad), went also removed to llie Hyderabad Museum. The carving on one nf these pillars 
iltustrates stories from the kamayan. 

Mr. D. B- Trevor, the Chief Commercial Manager of H*E-H. lilt Nizam s Railway, has kindly 
presented to the Museum a male figure with moustaches He had found it at Zintara in the f^hyuer 
l*ass. 

F at Mings and Picture 'ialiery.' —Among tile paintings acquired during the year under report two 
uni m atures are of great importance. One uf them (No. O051} is atypical Mughal portrait by An up 
Chitar representing Shan Shatia. The other (No. 0055} represents phallic worship. It has been 
painted by Kiran of Akbar’s Court. This painting shows an extremely interesting combination of 
tin.- Mughal and Rajput styles. 

The scheme for tlu> cosstturtHiii of lire Picture Gallery has not materialised as , the anuumt 
sanctioned luis been transferred to the Examiner of Accounts, P,W, 1 ). Branch. It is hoped that 
the Public Works Itepartwent will expedite the work, In the me antime the exhibits fur this section 
are being collected. For the purposes of comparative study some good tmjdera paintings of Indian 
and European. Schools have been added to the section. 

.Yfiminwr/fc?-—The total number of coins acquired during the year under report is ^,199,«{ which 
14 are gold- 5C0 silver and 1,6(35 copper- Of the silver coins three have lieen presented by the Central 
Museum, Nagpur. 

Manuscripts —Ten manuscripts were acquired during the year under report. One «*f them is n 
copy of the Laila and Mujnfitl, containing eight paintings in the Persian style of a good type. Another 
MS. narrates the story of the Punjabi lovers called Kira and Raujha. According to the colophon this 
book was completed hy fsiridhara, sun of Tuljumn of Sialkot, un the *th l)bu Qu'dhn ntfl A,H, 
(14th September, 1755 AD.) during the reign of the Mughal Emperor Ahmad Shull, it contains 
twelve illustrations in North Indian style of a mediocre type, 

Two copies of the Holy Qur'an deserve a special mention. One of them is inscribed in very good 
A asbii. the paper used is of a very ldgh quality anil is called ‘ Re MuniEvery leaf of this copy ha* 
been illuminated with great taste and the last page bears Atunngzebs seal. The other copy uf tlie 
Qur'an is incomplete but it represents Kfl/t script. A copy of the Bhagwatgita contains six 
illns tuition*. 

Wscellaneoitx — I >hri^y the survey nf the RaichQr District twenty-two bronze images were 
discovered at Radical, a village about two miles from Lingsgnr. They represent the Jaina Tirthan- 
kaias and belong to about 71b or 8th century A.D. Along with these image* were also discovered 
bricks measuring ib'xuFx5'. The department is proposing r u i-xcavate this site in the near 
future. 

An instrument which is worn bv archers on the thumb at the time of -hooting an arrow has been
